Little Rock, November 25, 1908. 

The Little Rock Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, convened in its fifty-fifth session in the Winfield Memorial 
Methodist Church in Little Rock, Arkansas, at Q a. m., Wednesday, 
November 25, 1908, Bishop Eugene R. Hendrix presiding. 

Hymn No. 213 was sung. The Bishop led in prayer. The Confer- 
ence sang Hymn No. 334 and the Bishop read a selection from the nth 
Chapter of Hebrews and addressed the Conference on the subject of 
“Abraham the Pioneer.” 

W. J. Pinson, secretary of the last Conference, called the roll, 
and the members answered as indicated in the roll of members. 

W, J. Pinson was elected Secretary, A. P. Few, Recording Secre- 
tary, J. M. Workman, Statistical Secretary, with W. T. Menard and 
S C. Dean as Assistants, and W. P. Whaley, Railroad Secretary. 

The Auditorium in front of last window was fixed as the bar of 
the Conference, and the time of the session was fixed at from 9 to 12 
in the forenoon. 

The necessary standing committees, on nomination of the presiding 
elders, were elected:

Dr. J. H. Riggin nominated Dr. J. E. Godbey, C. J. Greene, Stone- 
wall Anderson, Forney Hutchinson and J. D. Hammons a committee to 
collect up the Journals and other documents of the Little Rock Con- 
ference and preserve same, in keeping with the resolution, and they were 
elected.

Flinn, agent of the American Bible Society for Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma and Texas; Drs. Hollett, Sheppard and Lynn, of the M. E. 
Church in Arkansas; J. B. Sims, of the North Texas Conference; Dr. 
W. F. Tillett, Dean of the Theological Department of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity; Dr. W. F. McMurry, general Secretary of the Church Extension 
Board, and Dr. J. M. Moore, of the Christian Advocate, Nashville, Tenn., 
were introduced to the Conference.

OBITUARIES 




EDWIN L. BEABD. 

Edwin L. Beard was born in Cedar Hill, North Carolina, in 1831. In 
1858 he settled in Arkansas near the present town of Lonoke. He 
lived there some twenty-five years before he beeame an itinerant 
preacher, an industrious and thrifty farmer highly respected by his 
neighbors, a man of spotless integrity of character, often made justice 
of the peace and for eight years county and probate judge. No one 
knows when he joined the church, but he was a Christian all these years 
and a licensed preacher for a long time, active and useful beyond many. 

In 1882 he was admitted on trial in the travelling connection by the 
Little Rock Conference and appointed to the New Edinburg Circuit. He 
was appointed in 1883-4 to Toledo Circuit, 1885 to Flat Bayou, in 
1886-7 to Selma, in 1888-9 to Wallaceburg, in 1890-1 to Camden Circuit, 
in 1892-3 to Washington, in 1894 to Clark, in 1895-6 to Holly Springs, 
in 1897-8 to Alexandria, in 1899-03-01 to Kingsland, in 1902-3 to Sher- 
rill, in 1904 to Hickory Plains. In 1905 he was placed on the superan- 
nuated list. He died February 9, 1908. 

He was fifty-one years of age when admitted on trial, and he ap- 
peared to be in very feeble health, sallow, emaciated, and walking on 
crutches. The general impression was that he could do but a very 
few years’ work. But he steadily improved in health and was effective 
for twenty-three years. And when he was superannuated it was not 
because of personal disability but because an aged and severely afflicted 
wife demanded his constant personal attention. His vigor continued to 
the last and his death was a surprise to all his friends. 

He was a Christian of the noblest type, a saintly man, an Israelite 
indeed without guile, a living impersonation of the Fifteenth Psalm. 
He was not only free from evil speaking and evil doing, but also abun- 
dant in good works. He was energetic, industrious, studious, prayerful, 
thoughtful. His intellect was vigorous and clear. He had a clear 
understanding of the word of God. He was well versed in theology and 
practical philosophy. He was a fine preacher, convincing, instructive, 
persuasive. His speech was not with enticing words of man’s wisdom, 
but in demonstration of the spirit and in power. The message rang 
true and was mightily re-enforced by the personality of the preacher. 
His pastoral oversight of the flock was painstaking and wise. His 
ministry was a success. His work abides. He was the wisest and most 
efflcient worker in the temperance reform we had among us. He was 
an all-around Man. J. H. EIGGIN.

rally and inspire our forces for the final struggle, we recommend that a 
temperance anniversary be held in this building on Friday of this 
week at 3 p. m.

TEMPERANCE REPORT No. 2. 

It is with profound gratitude and great pleasure that we note the 
progress which has been made by the cause of temperance during the 
past year, not only in our own State, but throughout the entire country. 

We reaffirm our uncompromising attitude towards the liquor traffic 
and our endorsement of the Anti-Saloon League, the W. C. T. U. and all 
other legitimate means of ridding our country from this curse. We 
urge our pastors to preach with all the emphasis possible on the subject 
of temperance and to otherwise enlighten and quicken the consciences of 
our people on the question of state-wide prohibition. 

We commend the Western Methodist for its bold and heroic advo- 
cacy and strong defence of the cause of temperance and civic righteous-, 
ness in our State, and we deplore the fact that a damage suit is now 
pending against the editors and publishers of said paper as a result of 
their fearless publications in this campaign. 
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We recommend that the first Sunday in February be observed as 
Temperance Day^^ in all our pastoral charges, and that the pastors 
preach on the question of State-wide prohibition on that day, and that 
those who have more than one appointment preach on the question at 
all their churches during the month of February. 

2. That the next general assembly of this State be requested to 
pass among its first enactments a law prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors within the bounds of the state of Arkansas; and that our State 
election laws be so changed as to give the temperance people of the 
State such representation on our election boards as will secure a free 
ballot and fair count on the liquor license question. 

3. We recommend the reappointment of A. C. Millar, Geo. Thorn- 
burgh and Frank Barrett to represent this Conference on the Anti- 
Saloon League board of this State.

MISSION REPORT No. 1. 

Your Board of Missions has had under consideration over thirty- 
eight mission charges in the bounds of our Conference. We find two 
of them paid last year less than $100, fifteen less than $200, eleven less 
than $300 and others less than $400. We also find that several of our 
pastors last year received less than $400 without the aid of the board. 

By a close study of our cities and much of our bottom country we 
find that many foreigners are locating who are without the gospel. It 
seems that those who are ignorant of our holy religion are coming to 
our doors that we might give them the bread of life. Shall we behold 
them unmoved? Shall we draw our purse strings and hoard our gold 
or shall we plan greater things? 

We have also found that much unoccupied territory lies at our 
door, both in our cities and the rural districts. The crying need is for 
more skilled workmen, men and women of cultured brain and conse- 
crated hearts to God. In order to reach the ends demanded and to meet 
these growing needs and cultivate this unoccupied ground, we must 
have men and money. Therefore we recommend: 

1st. The appointment of a missionary evangelist who shall travel 
throughout the bounds of the Conference and stimulate our people by 
holding meetings and distributing our missionary literature, and other- 
wise ministering to the needs of our people. 

2nd. That his salary be provided for.

Resolutions Adopted by Laymen November 27, 1908. 

Whereas, the great Laymen’s Missionary Conference, held at Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee, in April, 1908, accepted the apportionment made by 
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the secretaries of 40,000,000 of the unevangelized portion of mankind 
as the proportional share for whom our church is responsible; and 

Whereas, the laymen in that Conference challenged the church to 
increase her contributions to missions this year to one million dollars, 
which means an increase of two hundred and thirty-four thousand dol- 
lars over our contributions for last year; and 

Whereas, the Board of Missions in annual session last spring au- 
thorized a special of $25,000 for the work of the Home Department, 
which includes the evangelization of the foreigners in our midst and 
the churchless masses of the ^ ‘ down-town ^ ’ and ‘^slum^^ districts of the 
great cities, and together with the Board of Church extension a special 
of $20,000 for the assistance and establishment of our church in Arizona, 
New Mexico and Oklahoma; and 

Whereas, we believe that God is now calling to men as never be- 
fore; that His Spirit is moving upon the hearts of the laymen of the 
church for the most stupendous work of the ages, the proclamation of 
the Gospel of Christ to the entire world in this generation; therefore 
Be it Eesolved, That it shall be our earnest purpose to bring this 
great question prominently before the laymen of our church, and in 
order to meet our part of the $234,000 increase necessary to make the 
contributions of our church “a million dollars for missions this year, 
we, the laymen of the Little Eock Conference, hereby pledge ourselves 
to an effort in co-operation with our pastors, to raise $6,000 special for 
missions, separate and aside from the Conference assessments, to be 
applied by the Board of Missions and equally divided between the 
home and foreign work; and that the same be apportioned as follows:

ON ORPHANAGE. 

Your Committee on the Arkansas Methodist Orphanage respectfully 
report that we have received a communication from the Board of Trus- 
tees, which reads as follows: 

To the Little Eock Conference, M. E. Church, South: 

Dear Brethren: — The past year has been one of substantial prosper- 
ity for our Orphanage. There has been no serious sickness among the 
children. We have received 16 orphans during the year, and placed 
13 in good homes, leaving 14 in the Orphanage. The amounts assumed 
by the Conferences were cheerfully taken by the pastors, and the col- 
lection from that source will be sufficient to pay thq running expenses. 
Only a few of the pastors failed to take up the amounts assessed to 
their charges. We are sure that no one purposely neglected this great 
interest. 

Some of our Sunday Schools gave a day to the Orphanage, as re- 
quested by the Annual Conferences. We hope that next year the Sun- 
day Schools generally will observe Orphanage Day at such time as will 
best suit each school. The purpose is to give our young people and 
children information in regard to the work being done for the orphans, 
and allow them to contribute something to the cause. We do not insist 
so much on a large collection, as for the presentation of the matter to 
our people. 
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The Board has been discouraged in its efforts to raise money to 
build a Home, through a superintendent or special agent. We had 
hoped that during the past year we would raise a sufficient amount to 
build, but were disappointed. The Board concluded not to engage a 
general agent the coming year, it being thought best to make an effort 
to raise the money by correspondence rather than through an agent. The 
Board, with unanimity asked Bro. Thornburgh, the President of the 
Board, to take charge of the matter, offering him a reasonable remu- 
neration. He has agreed that he will undertake the work, but refuses 
any salary or commission therefor. He has done much work in the 
past several years for the Orphanage without any pay whatever, and 
certainly if he can accept such a labor without charge, every preacher 
and layman in Arkansas should heartily encourage him by a prompt and 
liberal contribution. We hope that such a united and helpful effort 
will be made by the pastors, as will result in the erection of the build- 
ing next year. 

There is no higher obligation on the church in Arkansas than to 
build this Home. There is no charity that should appeal more strongly 
to the hearts of Christian men and women than that of caring for the 
homeless and helpless orphans; $30,000 is a small amount for the 
Methodists of Arkansas to raise for so great a cause, and it is the 
earnest hope of the Board that further delay will not be permitted to 
embarrass the great work that should at once be done for those who 
have a right to look to the church for help in the day of their help- 
lessness. 

The Board voted to ask the especial co-operation of the chairman 
of each Conference Orphanage Board, in the raising of the fund. The 
details of the plan for raising the money will be in the hands of the 
executive committee.

BOARD OF EDUCATION— REPORT No. 1. 



Clary Training School. 

Whereas Mr. A. B. Banks of Pordyce has submitted to trustees of 
the Clary Training School a proposition to donate to said school the sum 
of twenty-five thousand dollars upon the two following conditions: 

(1) That the name of the school be changed to Clary-Banks School; 

(2) That this Conference shall release all ownership and control over 
said school, and vest the same in a self-perpetuating Board, to com- 
posed of the following members: G. M. Hampton, P. E. Harri^n, R. P. 
Graham, W. A. Elliott, T. B. Morton, S. W. Higginbotham, A. B. Banks, 
J A Sage, J. D. Clary, E. T. Collins, A. J. Cheatham and C. B. Hickey; 
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vacancies to be filled by election, but no vacancies to be so considered 
except those caused by death, resignation or removal from Fordyce; and 
Whereas, the trustees of the Clary Training School have asked this 
Conference to accept this proposition; and 

Whereas, we believe the cause of Christian education will be more 
largely promoted by the acceptance of said proposition than by our 
continued ownership and control of the school named; and 

Whereas, all the money invested in the said school was raised and 
given thereto by the people of Fordyce; 

Now, therefore. Be it Kesolved, That the Little Rock Conference of 
the M E. Church, South, accepts the proposition of Mr. A. B. Banks 
and authorizes and empowers the trustees of the said Clary Training 
School to convey the property of the said school to the said Board of the 
Clary-Banks School as soon as the said Board may become properly 
incorporated under the laws of this State. 

Provided, however, that it shall be a condition in the deed of con- 
veyance, herein authorized to be made, that if for any reason the said 
promissory obligation of twenty-five thousand dollars shall not be paid 
within fifteen years, the property shall revert to the Little Rock Con- 
ference. 



BOARD OF EDUCATION— REPORT No. 2. 

Educational Commission. 

The Board has had under long and careful consideration the follow- 
ing report of the Educational Commission provided by the last Confer- 
ences of the State: 

Report of Educational Commission. 

We, the Commission appointed by the Arkansas, Little Rock, and 
White River Annual Conferences to unify their educational interests, re- 
spectfully recommend: 

(1) That a Board of twenty-four members with equal Conference 
representation be formed to have charge of all our educational enter- 
prises in Arkansas, subject to all the regulations of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, including all bodies having appropriate jurisdic- 
tion. Each Conference shall determine the term, qualifications and 
method of selection of its representatives on this Board. 

(2) That the trustees of each institution be authorized to transfer 
the title, including the ‘Hrust clause,'^ as soon as this new Board is 
incorporated and necessary agreements reached. 

(3) That the property of each institution and all separate trusts 
be administered separately. 

(4) That joint action affecting this Board must be either by a 
majority in each Conference or by a two-thirds niajority of all taken 
together. 

(5) That Hendrix College be coeducational in the Junior and Senior 
years, and abolish the academy classes one each year, beginning Septem- 
ber, 1909; and that Henderson and Galloway become Junior Colleges, 
correlated with Hendrix, conferring diplomas, but no literary degrees, 
Galloway for girls, and Henderson for boys and resident girls. 

(6) That academies be fostered and given large freedom of local 
administration . 

(7) That joint canvassing for students and other forms of co- 
operation be employed as found practicable. 
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(8) That a State-wide campaign be made at once to raise the 
total endowment of Hendrix to $300,000, and that right-of-way be given 
to the finances of the other schools according to their needs. 

(9) That the Board and the whole church in Arkansas be pledged 
to maintain each school with equal interest according to this plan, assum- 
ing liabilities and assets, but not incumbering any institution with the 
debt of another. 

(10) That the Board provide for an Alumni Association for titled 
graduates of all our colleges in Arkansas.

Eesolved, That we endorse the plan here outlined for the correla- 
tion of our schools, amending section 5 so as to read as follows: 
(5) That Hendrix College be co-educational in the Junior and Senior 
years, and abolish the academy clases one each year, beginning Sepetm- 
ber, 1909; and that Henderson and Galloway become Junior Colleges, cor- 
related with Hendrix, conferring diplomas, but no literary degrees after 
June, 1910, unless recognized as colleges by the General Board of 
Education. 

Eesolved further. That we continue the Commission, appointing as 
our representative A. C. Millar; and that we authorize the Commission 
to call together the Board of twenty-four trustees provided for in the 
report of the Commission, for the purpose of conferring with the Com- 
mission and with the boards of trustees of the three institutions named, 
and effecting needed modifications before the transfers of titles are made. 

Eesolved, also. That this Board of Twenty-four shall endeavor to 
effect a correlation of Galloway and Henderson Colleges on a basis 
satisfactory to the boards of trustees of the two schools, and with the 
approval of our General Board of Education. 

We do not wish to coerce, but we lovingly and earnestly urge the 
boards of the respective institutions to make such modifications as will 
make ours a great system in perfect harmony with the policy of our 
own church, and that will be in agreement with the truest educational 
ideals. 

We nominate for our eight representatives on the proposed Board 
of Twenty-four the following: A. O. Evans, T. M. Mehaffey, T. E. 
Sharp, E. B. F. Key, T. D. Scott, L. B. Leigh, C. C. Henderson and J. A. 
Buchanan. The full term of office for a trustee shall be eight years; 
but, of these first trustees, the term of the first shall be one year, the 
term of the second shall be two years, and so on; so that the term of 
the last named shall be eight years. The Conference shall keep the 
Board full by the election of one member each year. The members of 
the Board shall be residents of Arkansas, and members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. Nominations for this Board shall be made 
by the Conference Board of Education. 

Eesolved, finally. That so far as this Conference is concerned, we 
authorize the Educational Commission, the Board of Twenty-four, and 
the three boards of trustees of the institutions concerned to consummate 
plans agreed upon by a two-thirds majority of the respective bodies 
between this and next Annual Conference. 
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BOARD OF EDUCATION— REPORT No. 3. 

From the report of Mr. J. D. Hammond, General Secretary of the 
Board of Education, we learn that encouraging progress has been made 
in nearly every item of educational undertaking. The assessment on 
this Conference for the General Board is $1,120 per year. 

All our schools of this State were represented before us, and we 
give the following statistics gleaned from these reports: 

(1.) Hendrix College — Enrollment, 243; ministerial students, 34; 
receiving free tuition, 88; professors, 7; teachers in academy, 3; as- 
sistant teachers, 3; value of grounds and buildings, $79,000; science 
equipment, $4,000; volumes in library, 13,000; total endowment, $132,000; 
income from endowment, $6,000; income from tuition, $4,867; income 
from annual Conferences, $3,282; total income, $14,151. 

(2.) Galloway Female College — Enrollment, 254; value of property, 
$88,000; volumes in library, 1,000; value of science equipment, $500; 
gross income, $38,000. 

(3.) Henderson College — Enrollment, 333; ministerial students, 11; 
total number of beneficiaries, 39; value of grounds and buildings, $100,- 
000; volumes in library, 1,500. 

(4.) Clary Training School — Enrollment, 184; teachers, 6; property 
value, $15,000. 

(5.) Stuttgart Training School — Enrollment, 100; teachers, 7; 
value of grounds, buildings and equipment, $20,000. 

The total value* of our educational equipment, $435,000; indebted- 
ness, $63,000; students, 1,114. 

We had no report of the Mena Academy property.

Combined with a small balance left over from last year, there now 
remains in the treasury unappropriated the sum of $117.07, which we 
deem best, in view of suggestions made by the General Board. 

The masterful presentation by Dr. W. F. McMurray, Secretary of 
our General Board, of the claims of Church Extension to a more liberal 
support should give increased impulse. 

Your Board last year heartily endorsed the plan of every Sabbath 
School providing itself with a glass jar in which to deposit birthday 
offerings to be applied to Church Extension work in Oklahoma, and 
regret that only 13 schools have during the past year used them for 
this worthy object. The importance of Loan Fund Day was overlooked 
by the majority of our congregations, and from the whole Conference 
only the paltry sum of $76.87 was realized. 

We are in hearty sympathy with the action of the General Board 
regarding the imperative necessity of erecting at the national capital a 
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church worthy of our position as a religious force. Let the building be 
projected on no mean lines. 

The General Board has adopted a resolution providing for a meeting 
of representatives of the Conference Boards of Church Extension at 
some central point, which shall have for its object a unification of policy, 
a study of methods, and discussion of the wisest and best plans for our 
work. 

A long recognized weakness has been the absence of a proper presen- 
tation of the claims of church extension at the District Conference. In 
order to remedy this, your Board have selected J. D. Hammond to visit 
the District Conferences and guarantee his necessary expenses. The 
assessment for the coming year is $3,920.'00, which has been apportioned 
as follows:

No account is given of the adjournment of the District 
Conference. The Presiding Elder unsuspectingly signed the Journal, but 
the Secretary shrewdly withheld his name and did not sign it.

Our 
pastors and people have come to understand that the most fruitful work 
of the church is among our children and young people, and that the 
better we are prepared for teaching and training, the greater success 
we will have. Our last General Conference provided for missionary 
education in the Sunday Schools through the Educational Department 
of the Board of Missions. We call attention to the fact that in carry- 
ing out this provision, a practicable missionary policy will be made 
available to all Sunday Schools. Plans for the execution of this policy 
are set out in a manual called ‘‘Sunday Schools and Missions.’^ This, 
with other pamphlets on the subject, can be secured free of cost from 
Eev. Ed. F. Cook, Secretary Educational Department, Nashville, Tenn. 

That several adult Bible Classes have been organized within the 
bounds of this Conference is an indication of an advance in the Sunday 
School work, and we hope that many other such classes will be organ- 
ized in the near future. 

We call attention to the provision of the discipline which requires 
every Sunday School to be organized as a Missionary Society. This law 
is not complied with by Sunday Schools simply setting apart a monthly 
or quarterly collection. There must be a complete organization. Valu- 
able suggestions on this may be had by application to the Missionary 
Secretary. 

Our church is among the foremost in the effort to train Sunday 
School teachers, and we heartily commend the wisdom of keeping our 
training department to the front. The superintendent of this depart- 
ment will gladly furnish leaflets giving details of this work to all 
pastors and superintendents. 

We learn with gratitude of the increased circulation of our Sunday 
literature, and we thank the Board for giving us new depart- 
ments in the magazine, and also for providing the adult class quarterlies 
and the Primary Teacher, for putting the leaflets into the quarterlies, 
and for the proposed paper for the boys and girls. 

This Board fully expected at the last annual Conference, that during 
the year it would be able to engage the services of a competent Sunday 
School man to hold institutes throughout the Conference during the 
summer, but in this we were disappointed. We hope, however, that we 
can soon execute such a plan. We cannot afford to allow other churches, 
numerically and financially weaker than we are, to outstrip us in this 
work. 
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It was wise in the parent board to place a man specially in charge 
of our literature and supplies, and it is evident from his success that 
the right man was found in Bro. E. E. French. He is a practical Sunday 
School man as well as a practical business man, and any of our superin- 
tendents will find him ready and able to advise and assist them in the 
selection and use of literature. 



We are glad to know that quite a- number of schools have Cradle 
Rolls and Home Departments. Some have one, some the other, and a 
few have both. The theory is, that everybody should be in the Sunday 
School. Those too young to go to the school shoutd be on the Cradle 
Roll, and those too old, or who are for some reason deprived of the 
ability to attend, should be in the Home Department. The theory can 
be worked out in almost any community, town or country, and it de- 
serves more careful thought than has been given to it. 

If these departments are carefully looked after, the Sunday School 
should outnumber the church. In many churches the membership far 
exceeds the membership of the Sunday School. For instance, in the 
South Georgia Conference the Sunday School membership is only 61 
per cent, of the church membership, in the Memphis Conference 69 per 
cent., and in the Baltimore Conference 81 per cent. We are happy to 
say that in the Little Rock Conference the Sunday School membership 
is 94 per cent, of the church membership, which is exceeded, we believe, 
only by the Holston Conference, which is 95 per cent. And yet, there 
are a number of societies in our Conference without Sunday Schools. 
There are 499 societies and 380 Sunday Schools in the Conference, show- 
ing 119 societies without Sunday Schools. It might be argued that many 
of them have not houses in which to hold Sunday Schools, but we find 
there are 427 church houses, showing that in 47 of our church houses 
there are no Sunday Schools. We have one school, and possibly others, 
with a membership larger than the church to which it belongs. This 
should be the rule and not the exception. 

We are very sorry to have to report that many schools failed to 
observe Children’s Day. We cannot understand the reason for this. 
Observance of this day is required by the law of our church. It is not 
an unreasonable requirement, it is not an unnecessary one, and not a 
profitless one. If there is a single reason why it should not be ob- 
served, we have never heard it. 

We respectfully make a few recommendations as follows: First, a 

more liberal use of our own literature, so ably edited. Second, organiza- 
tion of every school as a missionary society with officers apart from 
the officers of the Sunday School. Third, that Sunday School institutes 
be held next year in every Presiding Elder’s district, conducted by the 
best talent available, and that Presiding Elders, in consultation with 
the members of this Board in their districts, arrange for a Sunday 
School program at each District Conference.
